THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 

The  British  market  for  American  apples  during  the  past  -week  was 
characterized  "by  an  active  demand  for  yellov;  "barreled  varieties  but  a 
slow  to  moderate  demand  for  most  of  the  red  varieties,  according  to 
quotations  ca"bled  by  Mr.  Ed^in  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist 
in  Europe.     Que  of  the  outstanding  features  ff  the  auction  in  Livejrpool  on 
Wednesday,  February  9,  was  the  slow  demand  registered  for  the  unusually 
heavy  supplies  of  Virginia  York  Imperials.    IJew  York  Hhode  Island  G-peen- 
ings  and  Baldwins  and  Massachusetts  Baldwins,  on  the  other  hand,  were 
keenly  competed  for. 

Rhode  Island  Greenings  from  New  Ycrk  once  more  topped  the  market 
but  at  levels  slightly  below  those  prevailing  last  week,  A-2|  inch  sizes 
ranging  from  $6.81  to  $7.30  as  against  $8.81  to  $7.79  the  week  before. 
Massachusetts  Baldwins  brought  the  next  best  price,  AS-I-  inch  fruit  moving 
actively  at  r)rices  ranging  from  $5.93  to  $7.05  per  barrel.     Supplies  of 
Tirginia  York  Imperials  were  heavy  and  in  general  in  poor  condition,  the 
fruit  showing  a  large  amount  of  scald,  and  as  a  result  the  demand  was  poor. 
Such  Yorks  as  were  in  good  condition,  however,  brought  relatively  good 
prices,  k-'2,\  inch  stock  bringing  from  $4.62  to  S5,84  per  barrel,  as  against 
$4.87  to  $5.47  last  week.     Available  s'a-o^alios  of  New  York  and  Virginia  Ben 
Davis  were  light  but  the  demand  was  only  moderate. 

In  general,  it  can  be  said  that  there  is  a  good  demand  in  British 
markets  for  high  class  fruit  from  both  the  box  and  the  barrel  ap-ole  states. 
Much  of  the  fruit  offered  during  the  past  week,  however,  was  in  an  unsat- 
isfactory condition.     This  was  particularly  true  of  the  Virginia  York  Im- 
perials and  Stayman  ?/inesaps.     'There  was  a  good  demand  on  the  auction  for 
barreled  V/inesaps  from  Virginia  but  only  light  supplies  were  available. 
The  demand  for  "iVashington  Vi/inesaps  was  active.    Supplies  of  the  latter 
variety  were  moderate.  Extra  Fancy  fruit,  sizes  165/175,  ranging  frcra 
$2.92  to  ;p3.16  per  box,  as  against  4j3.41  to  $3.47  last  week. 

Spanish  oranges  were  in  light  supply  but  the  quality  of  the  fruit 
offered  was  good,  states  Mr.  Smith.    Winter  Kellis  Pears  from  Washington 
brought  $3.28  to  $3.65;  Florida  Grapefruit  $7.30  to  $8.88,  and  Jamaica 
Grapefruit  $5.60  to  $6.93  per  case.
